Arrest at Boston of Marcus P. Notton, Hotel

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GAS OR ELECTRIC LIGHTS? 


The Commissioners at the Capital Return 
to the Old Scheme, 
By Telegranh to Re Post-Dispatch, 

Wasmxorox. D. C., October 3.—The experiments 
with the electric lights for street lighting, which 
have been in progress here fur so long a time, have 
not deen satisfactory. The commissioners have 
closed the arrangement with the electric light com- 
panies and returned to the use of gas lamps on the 
avenue where the electric lights were used. The 
companies are now proposing another system which 
they think may be more satisfactory. By the system 
which they had in use a few powerful lights were 
erected on the Capitol, Treasury and other suitable 
points and the light thrown with povverful reflectors 
along the full length of the street. It flooded the 
street with a dazzling light, but the very features 
which made it appear a brilliant success at first 
caused its failure. It dazzled and biinded horses 


and drivers. making driving or walking on the 
streets so lighted dangerous, and by the dense shad- 
ows which it caused every building or tree or door- 
to cast made tne sections so lighted a 180 
or sneak thieves and others desir ng to elude ooser- 
vation. The system now to be tried is to piace the 
lamps nearer together, remove the reflectors, and 
perhaps soften the light by the use of ground gas 
gloves.

Amid the din and tumult of yesterday's Con- 
gressional Convention at Turner's Hall it was 
interesting bo note the fitmness of the dele- 
gates, in thé matter of ptice.
